The  Treasurer,  in  his  last  annual  report,  stated  that  there  were 
outstanding  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $6,000,  of  the  war  loan  of 
1861.  Those  bonds  have  since  been  presented,  paid  and  cancelled, 
which  completes  the  payment  of  the  war  loan  of  $800,000,  and  all 
paid  from  the  sinking  fund  established  for  that  purpose. 

That  portion  9f  the  public  debt  that  became  due  in  1872,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $40,000,  was  paid  at  maturity,  and  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1873,  the  public  debt  will  be  represented  by 
$7,187,900.  Deducting  the  sinking  funds  ($1,020,247)  held  for 
the  payment  of  the  same,  the  debt  will  stand  at  $6,167,653. 

Of  the  debt  paid  during  the  year,  $15,000  was  for  a  portion  of 
the  State  loan  created  in  1840,  which  had  been  renewed  from  time 
to  time,  and  $25,000  was  the  last  of  ten  notes  given  by  the  State

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  coupon  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $354,000  have  been  surrendered  and  cancelled,  and  registered 
tends  for  a  like  sum  issued  therefor. 

The  present  debt  of  the  State  is  now  represented  by  $1,561,000 
registered,  and  by  $5,626,900  coupon  bonds. 

On  the  12th  day  of  January,  18T2,  the  committee  appointed  for 
settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  State  Treasurer  for  1871,  after 
examining  and  finding  them  correct,  and  making  record  thereof 
in  the  Treasurer's  ofiBce,  destroyed  by  burning  all  the  bonds  and 
coupons  redeemed  during  the  year  1811,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$1,269,239.50,  viz: 

In  bonds  $834,000  00 

And  in  coupons   435,239  50  ^ 

being  the  whole  amount  of  interest  paid  in  1871,  exclusive  of 
$44,340  paid  on  registered  bonds.  And  the  same  committee,  on 
the  18th  of  January,  after  examining  and  finding  them  correct, 
destroyed  by  burning  all  the  bonds,  and  coupons  thereto  attached, 
that  had  been  converted  into  registered  bonds  during  the  year 
preceding,  amounting  to  $569,000,  and  made  due  record  thereof. 

Under  the  provisions  of  a  resolve  approved  February  28,  1872, 
Messrs.  Neal  Dow  and  J.  B.  Cummings  have  severally  paid  into 
the  State  Treasury  the  sum  of  $5,026.11,  and  the  Governor  and 
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Council  have  granted  them  a  full  discharge  from  their  liabilities  as 
sureties  on  the  boud  of  B.  D.  Peck  for  the  proper  performance  of 
his  oi3Scial  duties  as  State  Treasurer  for  the  year  1858.

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All  the  savings  banks  in  this  State,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Thomaston  bank,  have  made  their  returns  with  promptness,  and 
paid  the  tax  as  required  under  the  act  approved  February  29,  1872. 
This  act  provides  that  "  if  any  bank  neglects  to  pay  said  tax  for 
thirty  days  after  it  is  due,  the  Treasurer  shall  issue  a  warrant  of 
distress  to  enforce  payment  thereof  out  of  its  estate  or  elfects," 
but  in  the  case  of  a  bank  that  neglects  or  refuses  to  make  a  return 
of  deposits,  the  Treasurer  cannot  issue  his  warrant,  as  no  definite 
sum  can  be  inserted  therein,  and  the  Treasurer  would  therefore 
recommend  to  the  Legislature  that  authority  be  given  him  to  col- 
lect from  all  banks  that  have  neglected,  or  may  neglect  to  make 
their  returns  or  pay  their  tax,  all  taxes  due,  with  interest  from  the 
time  the  tax  became  due,  taking  the  last  r&turn  made  to  the  Bank 
Examiner  previous  to  the  time  the  tax  became  due  as  the  basis  on 
which  to  estimate  the  amount  due. 

The  school  fund  for  the  year  1812,  accruing  from  the  interest  on 
the  permanent  school  fund  ($18,718.60,)  and  the  semi-annual  tax 
(due  May  4,  1872)  on  savings  banks  ($57,334.89,)  amounting  to 
the  sum  of  $76,113.39,  was  apportioned  as  required  by  law  to  the 
several  cities,  towns  and  plantations  in  this  State,  as  designated 
in  the  schedule  herewith  annexed.  There  is  also  included  in  the 
same  schedule  the  apportionment  of  the  school  mill  fund,  accruing 
from  taxation,  as  provided  in  an  act  approved  February  27,  1872, 
and  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $224,529.95.

From  the  several  leases  of  shores  and  islands  belonging  to  the 
Penobscot  Tribe  of  Indians,  the  sum  of  $6,086.16  has  been  re- 
ceived during  the  year  1872,  which  sum  has  been  credited  to  the 
Penobscot  Indian  Fund,  now  amounting  to  the  sum*  of  $73,828.48  ; 
and  the  Treasurer  would  suggest  to  the  Legislature  the  expe- 
diency of  limiting  the  yearly  appropriation  made  to  said  tribe  of 
Indians  to  the  annual  interest  on  said  fund. 

The  sum  of  $50,000,  of  the  loan  of  1856,  will  become  due  March 
1,  1873,  and  will  be  paid  from  the  current  funds  of  the  Treasury. 

If  there  are  no  extraordinary  appropriations  made  by  the  Legis-
